SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Young Girls Ecstasy 11 has 68 pages (including front and back 
cover) and contains approximately 95% photographs and 5% text. The magazine’s 
photographs depict explicit sexual activity which includes fellatio, cunnilingus, vaginal 
and anal intercourse, vaginal penetration with a vibrator and masturbation. The 
magazine tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes by 
reinforcing a theme in many of the photographs of the sexual appeal of young females 
and youthfulness. This theme, in combination with the title and the photographs are 
sufficient to meet the criteria set out in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, as it is considered that the magazine exploits young persons 
for sexual purposes. Therefore the availability is likely to be injurious to the public 
good.
